WELL KNOWN FENIAN DEAD. 


James Cahill, a member of the fam- 
ous band of Fenians for whose attack 
upon a prison coach and the shooting of 
Sergeant Brett, an English officer, at 
Manchester, England, in September 18, 
1867, Allen, Larkin, and O’Brien were 
hanged, died at 7.10 o'clock Sunday 
morning at his home, 13 Trenton street, 
this city.

Mr. Cahill was born in Manchester, 
England, in April, 1841, and was conse- 
quently a few months over 61 years of 
age. His parents were of Irish birth, 
as were also their ancestors for several 
generations back. He was 26 years of 
age at the time of the famous murder 
of Sergt. Brett, and two months from 
that time, in November of '67, having 
been put into custody of other patriots, 
he made his escape from England and 
came to this country, where nearly all 
of his life had been spent in this city. 

The deceased had been ailing since 
last Wednesday, but death came Sun- 
day morning’ very suddenlgyWand un- 
| expectedly, after a final illness of about 
20 minutes. The cause is attributed to 
pneumonia. 

The funeral will take place from the 
Immaculate Conception church, tomor- 
| row morning, and burial will be in the 
| Immaculate Conception cemetery. 

Mr. Cahill is survived. by a widow, 
Mrs. Katherine Cahill, four sons, T. P., 
| John and Daniel of this city, and James 
of Alaska; and. three daughter, Mary 
of Boston, Nellie who is Mrs. John 
O'Rielly of New York, and Katherine of 
this city. 

The deceased was a fireman. and 

worked as such for about 15 years in 
the Pacific mills, and later as fireman 
at the Casto theatre on’ Lawrence 
street. He was employed by Frank J.

The journey by 
the canal is now familiar to all who 
read the juveniles of the day, and her 
experience was, the same as all the 
others, At Albany, they came to the 
regular stage to . Boston, and so -on 
nearer and nearer the settled and long 
cultivated country of their childhood. 
Here for awhile it was open house and 
thanksgiving at Grandsire Russell’s, and 
Uncle Stephen Abbott's, and Uncle 
Ebenezer Lovejoy’s.

Sally, a born -trader, chose the Boston 
supply store of Uncle. Lovejoy, and a 
good: clerk she was on account of her 
Western-training. Tom _ tried it down 
there awhile but said_he preferred _-to 
make saddle trees which nobody East 
needed. Likewise the Boston girls all 
looked like “bags of augurs” when 
measured by a certain Ohio model the 
“yelatives began to hear.about—I think. 
her -name—was- Hannah Smith.Tom 
went back, alas! to find Hannah had 
been taken, but Keziah Murray was 
left and a faithful helpmeet she proved 
during the long years. Three times 
did the loving sister, Mary Ann, take 
the long journey by stage and canal to 
Tom's house~in- Steubenville at first.

His only son, ‘John 
Loring enlisted and died of starvation 
at Andersonville and the grandson 
John, the three girls and the aged wi- 
dow took.a soldier homestead claim and 
moved North West, where we lose them 
until:the Loring genealogy restores thé 
“tale. 

’. Rey. Bailey Loring’s Sarah had long 
been dead-when in'1868; Sarah” Russel! 
laid herself to rest on the hillside here, 


‘Sally--married Jacob Stickney of 
Newburyport in 1833 and had one son, 
Frederick Blanchard Stickney. The 
father sailed for California Jan. 1849 
and died there Jan. 1850. Sothe stone 
was raised here for him and there lie 
wife and son, who died childless. 
sMary Ann, who most resembled her 
father, having his blue eyes and black 
curling hair, and a bright wit and cheer- 
ful spirit from the Russell side, was a 
winsome child and all her life has kept 
the charm. She won a Newburypon 
home with Anthony Davenport Currier, 
and he died early, leaving one son of 
his name, who just as he came to show 
great promise was killed. by ithe acci- 
dental discharge of a gun while with 
fnends in a boat on the Merrimack 
river. She had then married Mr. Rob- 
ert Callahan resident of Andover, and 
his grief was as great as hers for no 
other children were given these two 
hearts who immediately opened the 
door to all motherless and fatherless 
ones. No one can know what the mis- 
sion of the short life of Anthony Cur- 
rier accomplished save those who have 
lived nearest to this aged mother heart 
all the long years. Granddaughter of 
a veteran of the Revolution, daughter 
of a disabled soldier of 1812 and aunt 
toa starved prisoner of Andersonville, 
she felt the soldier’s call and was forward 
in all work, but that which touched my 
careless heart most was the piles of let- 
ters I passed quickly over to select any 
scrap on the old days of Loring corres- 
pondence. They all began with “Dear 
Mother” and all belonged to. orphan 
boys who needed home ties to hold 
them safe in vamp loneliness. And 
when we add the long years of neigh- 
bor to those who had no paid nurse or 
undertaker ‘such as we moderns can call 
upon, we can see how the practice of 
all “that we would like done for us” 
has wrought’ upon the gold tried in the 
fire. 

Her brother John, born out there in 
the wretched Ohio climate, had a long 
wrestle with the physical drawback 
that hampered him somewhat, added 


to the easy going temperament of ‘a | 


well endowed ancestry in worldly goods 
on the Russell ‘side. He learned the 
trade of his father thoroughly, was a 
man who in his prime was possessed of 
rare skill in his special lines, but I re- 
call more than his handiness, the wit 
and genial spirit with which we were 
always greeted, and we were a lawless 
horde of young kinsmen as we raided 
his pockets and his shop he kept once 
upona time in Lawrence. He had in 
youth a mate in the craft, the other 
John Loring, brother of Isaac Osgood, 
and the two Johns, both skillful ma- 
chinists, at an earlier date were sent 
out of town upon the same job, excit- 
ing much curiosity as they passed them- 
selves Off as the twin John Lorings of 
Andover. Isaac Loring’s _ brother 
finished at the law business. Mr. Lor- 
ing of our Parish, married twice after 
he came back to settle for good. The 
first] wife, Martha Jacobs, only lived a 
short year. The second wife, daughter 


of the late Amos Barker of Tyngsboro 
still bears the name of Loring among 
us and is devoted to the care of her 
aged mother, with a watchful eye on 
her aged sister-in-law across the door- 
yard who is planning to walk at 89 to 
the house where her father went to his 
first party in Andover. 

Here at these two cozy corners the 
latch string is always out, there is a bit 
of bright flower blooming somewhere 
and one always goes away restored to 
balanee by the wholesome atmosphere 
emanating from the Barker and Loring 
ancestors, very likely unconscious of 
their radiating influence. Perhaps. we 
would all be a little stronger if we.saw 
our old people oftener and kept these 
home links unbroken.

Many-members--of- the Poor=Poore=

J. M. Poor of Haverhill, president of 
the association, presided, and the exer- 
cises were opened with prayer by Rev.

ALUMNI FUND 


Plea for Money to Enlarge: Field of In- 
struction at Seminary. 


The Conqregationalixt of -recent-date 
had _ the folowing plea from the Com- 
mittee of Alumni of the Andover Theo- 
logical Seminary appointed Jast June for 
the purposes set forth in the article: 

The committee of the alumni of 
Andover Theological Seminary wish 
to urge upon their fellow-graduates 
the duty of commending the semi- 
nary to the confidence of the chur- 
ches and especially to the considera- 
tion of young men who intend to en- 
ter the ministry. Now that it is 
definitely decided that the seminary 
is to continue its work upon its his- 
toric site, its. various -attractions 
ought to be brought to the full no- 
tice of the Christian public. Its 
full equipment of buildings, its ex-™' 
traoxdinary rich theological library, 
the number and variety of commu- 
nities accessible to the students for 
Christian work and sociological in- 


vestigation are all advantages in 
which it is not excelled by any 
other seminary. While in-.-close 


touch with the thought and activi- 
ties of the modern world, Andover 
also affords sufficient retirement for 
study and meditation essential for 
one: preparing himself for the pro- 
phetic. office. The faculty includes 
honored instructors, who enjoy. the 
affection of Successive generations 
of students, ‘and more recent ap- 
pointees who are commending them- 
selves both by their scholarship and 
by their practical- methods. Plans 
are contemplated for the coming 
year which will secure courses of lec- 
tures and single addresses by leading 
representatives of our colleges and 
by men who are prominently suc- 
cessful in the pastorate. The pres- 
ent indications are that the atten- 
dance will be somewhat in advance 
of that of last year. ‘There is thus 
encouragement to believe that the 
oldest of our theological seminaries 
is destined to enjoy again -her-right- 
ful prestige. 

Several of the graduates expressed . 
“their desire at the last Commence- 
- ment. to contribute to some fund 

that should. help enlarge the field-of 

“nstruction in the Seminary. The 
suggestion has since been repeated 
from* various sources, and we now 
invite contributions to an Alumni 
Fund. a et 

The object of this fund shall be:to 

_ furnish a foundation. for-yearly lect- 
ures by persons of — distinguished 
ability in such department as shall 
best supplement other work of the 
seminary, and to make immediate 
provision for such a course during 
the current year. The alumni-wilt 
in this way help the faculty;and the 

.trustees-to-emphastve “thé Tact that 
the seminary is now entered upon a 
new epoch with larger and- more 
diversified effectiveness than ever. 

We are aware that most of the 

graduates will be Obliged to contri- 
bute from very limited resources, 
but~ we are confident that their 
loyalty will prompt a generous re- 
sponse. Several have already ex- 
pressed their intention of giving 
$1600 or 350 apiece. Many will be 
unable-to-.give-such~sums;but it is 
desired that as many as possible 
have part in this movement, and 
contributions of any size will be wel- 
come. The graduates may well re- 
member that beyond their worth fi- 
nancially, their gifts will have a dis- 
tinct value as expressions of their 
atfection and hope for the institu- 
tion. Some who cannot contribute 
from their own means may be able 
to secure gifts from parishioners or 
other friends of Christian learning. 
Contributions may be sent to the 
chairman of the committee.

Election Day Law. 


According toa provision of the new 
law passed by the legislature no store, 
shop or factory in Andover can lawfully 
carry on business for two hours after the 
polls have been opened on election day, 
The polls usually open in Andover q 
6.50 a, m. and in that case all work must 
be suspended’ as_far_as employees are 
concerned until 8.30- o'clock except in 
special cases for which the act. provides

was chosen. Occupying seats on the 
platform were Selectmen Smith, Bout- 
welltand Builey.. The moderator. asked 
if anyone would make a motion in re-

D. Smith moved that the stam be appro- 
priated, Barnett Rogers seconding.

Barnett Rogers’ query ‘Can the bills 
be read 2?” was followed by cries of ‘Hear! 
Hear !*, and Rev. Varnum Lincoln mov- 
ed that, the bills be read,item by item, 
and the motion prevailed by a unani- 
mous vote. 

The June bilis were first taken up and 
Town Clerk Marland proceeded to read 
them. The bills were very interesting 
as demonstrating What*it is necessary to 
some patients to have in the case of 
smallpox and the citizens followed “their 
reading with close attention.. Rev. Var- 
num Lincoln had his suspicions aroused 
once when the worthy town. clerk read 
off one item as a “bottle Of something or 
other”? but..\was..much...relieved...to-tind 
that it was a “box of crackers” after all. 

About $200 or more was shown to 
have been paid out or due for watchers, 
several hundred dollars for nursing, 
something over one hundred and a quar- 
ter for extra police duty, about sixteen 
or seventeen hundred for doctors’ ser- 
vices, including vaccinations, and much 
for groceries, provisions, clothing. and 
supplies of all kinds. 

Some of the items. and. prices amused 
many in the audience who could not un- 
derstand why the article was required 
or why ‘such and such a thing had been 
purchased at such and such—a place. 
Just a few of the items may not be out 
of place here: Plain cake .50; bread .12; 
lemon pie .80; corsets 1,005 straw berries, 
moxie, pickles, tub, pail, candlestick, 
breakfast cocoa, gallon jug, cakes, ete. 
Jhe nurses got $20 a week for their ser- 
vices while Dr. Magee was paid $20 a 
day up to the Ist of July and after that 
$15 per day. Agent Smith of the Board 
of Health was paid $200 for his services 
and George Hadfield for fumigating got 
$100, 

After the June bills were read the to- 

tals were given somewhat as follows:

Dr. Leitch explained that Dr. Conroy 
got $5 fox.vaccinating one of a family of 
which he was / the physician in sucha 
manner but lré was exposed to more or 
less risk and the trouble of fumigating so 
that the bill was really reasonable.

PRESIDENT’S VISIT 


Lawrence and Vi :ir ity Greet tue Nation’s 
Leader Most Cordially, 


Amid the booming of cannon and ‘the 
bright .martial_musie—of-the Lawrence 
Brass band, the train. bearing-President 
Theodore Roosevelt. chief executive of 
the nation, and his distinguishned 
partv, en route to Maine. rolled into the 
south station at 10.15 o'clock Tuesday 
morning right on scheduled time. It-was 
a mighcy throng of people that \met 
their president at the station and 
cheered him till their voices were 
hoarse. There were young and _ old, 
and people of all classes, and it is es- 
timated that the crowd which was 
packed into the streets and fields about 
the station numbered at high as 20,000, 

The entire complement of Battery C, 
under Captain Charles F, Sargent, had 
been drawn up.in-the- Kimball field on 
the further side of the tracks immed- 
iately upon the arrival of the marching 
body at the south station, and the band 
had taken up Its position on. the roof 
over. the» walk-of- the railroad station, 
As 10.15 o'clock drew near the crowd 
began to get ‘a little impatient, but 
they were’shortly relieved when at 10.14 
the four cannons of the battery began to 
belch forth their salute to the nation's 
chief executive. 


THE TRAIN ARRIVES. 


“Here he is,” cried everybody, and 
cheers went up,drowning the - band 
which by this. time had everyone~of- 
its men blowing just as hard as they 
could. ‘In another minute, the firing of 
the salute was suspended, and as- the 
train came to a stop. President Roose- 
velt could be seen through a window. of 
the last Car. He was dressed in a sim- 
ple and ordinary manner, wearing steel 
grey trousers, and a plain black claw- 
hammer coat. He stood erect, and in 
his left hand held his tall hat.

Mr. Mayor and fellow citizens:— 

“T have just come from Lowell. 
Here in Lawrence I am in another 
of the oldest industrial centers of 
this country one of the cities of 
modern industrialism. It is greatly 
to your credit that you have built 
up such a city of our material pros- 
perity but you have done more than 
that. I am greeted here today by 
the members Of Needham Post of 
the Grand Army of the Republic. 
(Cheers.) This is the section of the 
country in -which-the first blood was 
shed in the revolutionary war that 
made us a nation and it was here 
also that the two cities of Lowell 
and Lawrence gave their sons to 
pour out their life blood the first of 
the ocean of life blood poured out 
from ‘61 to ’65 to keep this nation 
one and great and free. And so it 
was characteristic of your city who 
have sent these men here to the 
great war, when a lesser war came 
you, my comrades, men of the 9th 
regiment with whom I served before

THE PRESIDENT DEPARTS. 


When. the President had finished he 
had but another minute or two in which 
to get to the train, and after three 
cheers for the nation’s chief executive 
had been led by Mayor Leonard, the 
President and mayor, together with-the 
other members of the party turned and 
walked-tothe-train. 

The - President “immediately entered 
the car, but upon the instant the train

THE PROCESSION. 


At -8.45-o’clock- Companies’ F and "L,

By this time the Spanish War Veterans 
had arrived. At 9 the militiamen and 
staff, headed by a platoon of police, in

The members of both com- 
panies of the militia and the-police who 
had-headed the procession were then 
stationed at various points and along 
the path leading from the railroad sta- 
tion to the platform, over which the 
distinguished guest and his party were 
to march. The crowd numbered high 
up into the thousands long before the 
Party was sheduled to arrive, but the 
rolics OMCeLS, Uiier tarshal James 1 
O'Sullivan, Captain John Sullivan, and 
Sergeant John Kelleher, handled them 
exceedingly well. While all: were im- 
patient and expectant, the crowd was 
an orderly one and all seemed willing 
to do their part in carrying out the 
Suggestion of the mayor, that everyone 
co-operate with the police in trying to 
prevent accident or anything that 
might tend to mar the great event. 

The platform which had been erected 
in the center of the driveway leading 
from Broadway to thé station was ap- 
propriately decorated with red, white,

laurel. A beautiful floral arch 
and inscribed on this arch wds° the 
“Welcome.” Just 
where the driveway branches off 
Broadway was another arch, spanning 
the drive, and decorated with American 
flags, red, white, and blue bunting, 
laurel leaves, and flowers. Similar 
arches were erected to the right and 
left of the platform. Then leading from 
the railroad station to the platform, 
was a path set off with ropes of laurel 


leaves and adorned on either side with 
hemlock boughs, and potted palms, 
ferns, rubber plants, and flowers. 


SEATED ON THE PLATFORM. 


The capacity of the platform was en- 
tirely adequate for the members of the 
) distinguished party, and the city gov- 
ernment and hall officials. Among those

‘A space immediately surrounding. the 
platform was roped off and reserved 
for the militia, the police, and-the press, 
‘A large square in front of the platform 
was roped off for the Grand Army men 
and the boys of the Spanish-American 
war, then immediately behind this was 
another large square reserved for the 
children. This last was a great bless- 
ing for the little folks and it gave them 
plenty of room and a fine cnance to see 
the nation’s chief executive, in iperfect 
safety. : 


~The crowd kept, steadily and rapidly | 


growing larger and denser, until as 
train time drew near it was one solid 
mags of humanity, packed very closely 
together, that choked up the driveway 
to the station, Broadway, the fields in 
front of the station, and in fact every 
available place. “The windows of the 
few buildings within’ view of the sta- 
tion- were filled with faces, spectators 
sat on the roofs over the station walks 
and the roofs of other buildings on the 
further side of Broadway, and the 
trees in the vicinity were heavily laden 
with small boys who sat comfortably

INCIDENTS OF THE VISIT. 

It was.a cosmopolitan throng of near- 
ly 20,000 people that greeted the chief 
magistrate’ of the nation, who was the 
guest of the city of Lawrence Tuesday 
for 15 minutes. Occupying every avail- 
able space in the vicinity of the south 
station where a glimpse of the President 
could be obtained they stood. and looked 
and listened and shouted and cheered 
as the spirit moved them; and through 
it all there was evidenced a unanimous 
sentiment of hearty welcome. Partisan 
views were manifestly forgotten and 
the citizens received their Jeader in 
such a way as to prove the warmth of 
their..regard,--~~ men wt 

The crowd was not confined to Law- 
rence alone for Andover, Methuen and 
North Andover were--represented by 

| hundreds of citizens of those towns and 
quite a crowd from Reading came up 
on the Reading cars. 
Half a dozen engines on a side track 
| near the Horne machine shop attracted 
much attention before the President ar- 
rived. They were gaily decorated with 
bunting and flags and no one who was 
present will ever forget these same en- 
gines because of their performance as 
the special train was leaving Lawrence.

One of the most notabe incidents of 
the President's visit was furnished by 
| Fred Banan, the gefifal barber who was 
present as a member of the Lawrence 
Brass band. Just as the President was 
about to step on to the platform of the 
rear car, ‘Mr. Banan accosted him with 
the remark: “Do you remember-mé; 
Fred Banan, who used to be your bar- 
ber out in Medora, Dakota?” 

“Certainly, I do,” said the president. 
“Why, by George, I'm so glad to see 
you. I’m so pleased. ‘This is almost 
as good as greeting a rough rider. How 
are you any way. How many children 
have you?” 

“Oh, I'm all right,” replied Banan. “I 
have six children,” 

“Bulty for you,” said the President. 
“T’'ve got. six myself. Bully for you. 
Now I’m so glad to have met you.” 

It was several years ago that Mr. 
Banan was a barber in Medora and 
when Roosevelt was living on a ranch 
out there, used to go to ‘Medora to be 
shaved. Banan met him there-and felt 
that he would -be remembered if he 
could only get a chance to present him- 
self. The genial barber was equal to 
the task and was manifestly mightily 
pleased when he saw that he was rec- 
ognized. Mm

Board of Health was expected to attend 
the smallpox cases themselves. 

Dr. Scott then .went on to score the 
Board of Heklth for their manner of 
handling the smallpox situation in And- 
over. He said among other things, “If I 
was amember of the Board of Health 
and did not, know what todo, I would 
resign fromthe Board,’’ and was very 
emphatic in his remarks regarding what 
his brother physicians didu't know and 
didn’t do, . 

Dr. Magee said in relation.to the work 
of the Board of Health of. Andover that 
its members, especially Dr. -Veitch, dur- 
ing Dr. Abbott’s illness, had been very 
faithful-inthe-discharge ofthe duties of 
the board, as faithful as the Lawrence 
Board of Health. : 

M. E. D'Arcy explained what he had 
meant when he first spoke and said he 
thought Mr, Shaw had. misunderstood 
him. He scored the Board of Health for 
having somebody at the meeting to talk 
for them,

‘Another figure was extremely pretty, 
and in it the girls carried wands of 
corn stalks and’ waved them to. the 
tinkling of tiny bells tied to the stalks 
by ribbons. 2 

At a smaller corn party euchre was 
Played and:the prizes included a silver 
bonbon dish with an ear of corn in re- 
lief upon it; a corn ‘platter of china 
with designs:of corn painted upon it, a 
table centrepiece of linen, embroidered 
in ears of corn and other appropriate 
articles.—Brooklyn Eagle. .
